Applicant proposed 
amending claim 1 to incorporate an application mechanism for moving the actuator and further cite the detailed 
operation of how the mechanism applies voltage to the actuator to move the conduit member in a dispensing direction, 
then temporarily stopping, and moving the conduit in a direction opposite the dispensing direction when the voltage is ' 
decreased. Applicant asserted the prior art of record does not teach such a combination of acuator and voltage 
mechanism. Applicant also stated the remaining independent claims would also be amended to incoporate such a 
limitation. The examiner informed applicant such an amendment would not be entered after final and suggested 
applicant file an RCE. At that time, the examiner would further review the prior art of record in detail to ensure such a 
teaching is not present and consequently withdraw the prior art rejections of the Final Office Action.
